1. Claims 1-20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

As to claim 1, line 5, claim 12, lines 3-4, "a second signal same" is unclear. 

As to claim 1, line 5; claim 12, lines 3-4; claim 19, "a second signal same taken a 
second antenna element at a second time", while claim 1, line 7; claim 12, lines 7-8; 
claim 19, "a second signal sample taken at the first antenna at the second time" are 
unclear. It's unclear as why claim 1 , line 5; claim 12, lines 3-4; claim 19, claimed that a 
second signal taken a second antenna, and while claim 1 , line 7; claim 12, lines 7-8; 
claim 19, claimed that a second signal sample taken at the first antenna. 

Claims 2-11, 13-18, 20 depend from indefinite antecedent claims.
